“This is the most forward looking 
program ever enacted in Georgia,” 
Governor Rivers said. “I am proud 
o; my part in it but I also am proud 
of the general assembly for the 
promptness. with whieh it answered t 
call of Georgia’s needy citizens.”

JANUARY-FEBRUARY TERM 


Hon. Hugh M. Dorsey, 
Judge Presiding, Criminal Division, 
Fulton Superior Court. 


We, the Grand Jury for the Jan- 
uary-February term for Fulton Su- 
perior Court, have completed our 
assignments and submit the follow 
ing presentments. 


Fire Protection for Public Buildings. 

It is the recommendation of the 
Grand Jury, for the protection of 
life in the event of fires, that all 
pubhie buildings, which would in- 
clude schools, hospitals, theaters, 
auditoriums, and public meeting 
places, be equipped with automatic 
sprinkler systems; further, that all 
doors used as exits either from rooins 
or from the buildings be made to 
open ontward., 


Disposition of Liquor Taxes. 

The Grand Jury urges that in the 
event the sale of liquor is legalized 
in the State of Georgia, the net 
amount of the state taxes so col- 
lected] be allocated for the mainte- 
nance of and additions to the elee- 
mosynary institutions of the state. 


Combining City and County Offices. 

This Grand Jury recommends the 
consolidation of all city and county 
offices wherever it is possible to 
save unnecessary expense and to 
create more efficiency,

Juvenile Court. 

This Grand Jury feels that it 
would be remiss in its duty if it 
failed to give proper credit for the 
splendid work being done by Judge 
Watkins. We also appreciate his 
co-operation and his helpful sugges- 
tions in our investigation of various 
welfare and relief organizations. 

Prison Camps. 

Au inspection of these camps in- 
dicated that they were properly op- 
erated and generally speaking in 
sanitary condition. We did find, 
however, that the sleeping quarters 
were badly overcrowded, and that 
prisoners were drinking from water 
buckets and tin cups. Further, we 
found that sick prisoners were using 
the same buckets and dippers as the 
well ones, thus increasing the dan- 
ger of spreading contagious and in- 
fectious diseases. It is our recom- 
mendation that drinking fountains 
be established in these camps, as a 
anitary measure. 


Bellwood Prison Camp. 

This Grand Jury investigated 
this camp, and found that it is a 
clearing house for prisoners, receiv- 
ing and discharging them for the en- 
tire county, as well as housing a 
large number of prisoners and hav- 
ing in connection a hospital for all 
sick county prisoners. This camp 
is a veritable fire trap, and it is 
our strong recommendation that a 
modern, fireproof structure be built 
to replace it at the earliest possi- 
ble date, and that in the interim 
some means be provided for empty- 
ing these buildings promptly in the 
event of fire. The present three 
exits are wholly inadequate. 


Fulton County Tower. 

A full report on this institution 
was made by a special committee in- 
vesiigating this building. The re- 
suits of the committee's investiga- 
tion and recommendations were miin- 
eographed and copies made for all 
county commissioners, 


County Schools. 


This Grand Jury investigated the 
wunty schools and found them ef- 
ficientiy rum and in sanitary con- 
dition, with minor exceptions which 
were laid before the principals and 
county school superintendent, all of 
whem promised immediate action. 

Our investigations reveal that a 
uumber of the Fulton County 
Schools are overcrowded. This is 
especially true at Fulton High, Rus- 
sell High, and E. Rivers Schools. 

The County School authorities in- 
torm us that applications are now 
pending with the federal authorities 
for funds with which to erect three 
schoo] buildings: a Westside High 
School to relieve Fulton High; a 
high scheel building at Hapeville to 

lieve Russell High: and an ele- 
mentary school in the Buckhead dis- 

“et to relieve the E. Rivers Schoo). 

We heartily endorse the action 
of the Fulton County Board of Eda- 
ation in making these applications 
thd urgentir request the authori- 
tles of the Public Works Adminis- 
‘ration te approve these applications 
it the earliest possible date, in order 
that the overcrowded conditions in 
the above named schools mar be cor- 
rected. 

Pension System: We are in- 
formed that there is ne pension sys- 
‘em provided for Fulton County 
teachers when they reach an age 
where ther shonild be retired. We 
ire informed that there is now pend- 
ne in the Legisiature a Pension 
Hill which woukld provide for the re- 

rement of county school teachers 
etween the ages of sixty and ser- 
enty at fifty per cent (50%) of 
their salaries at time of retirement. 
with a maximum amoant of sixty 
dellars ($60.00) per month to be 
paid to anyone retired. provided such 
teacher has taught in thie countr 
at least twenty years and has 
reached sixty rears of ace 


This plan for retirement of de- 
serving teachers seems to be a rea- 
sonable one and we urge the Legis- 
lature to enact it into law. 


Federal Funds Awaiting Use. 


This Grand Jury has been reli- 
ably informed that there is approxi- 
mately $800,000 of government funds 
available in banks, awaiting the let- 
ting of contracts already designated. 
These funds unless so used by July 
1, 1937, will revert to the United 
States government on that date, 
thus losing to the City of Atlanta 
and Fulton County this government 
appropriation. It has been gratify- 
ing to learn that cordial relations 
now exist between the present State 
Highway Board of Georgia, Fulton 
County, and City of Atlanta offi- 
cials. While we have been led to be- 
lieve that proper arrangements and 
letting of contracts will be made, 
so as to get the full benefit of these 
funds, we strongly urge that the 
incoming Grand Jury take this mat- 
ter up with the objective of seeing 
it through to a conclusion. 


Bridge on Moore’s Mill Road. 


It is our recommendation that 
the wooden bridge on Moore’s Mill 
Road over the Seaboard Airline be 
replaced by a modern, reinforced 
concrete or steel bridge. 


Bills Before Legislature. 


We understand there are two bills 
before the Legislature, one making 
it a criminal offense punishable by 
death or life imprisonment to enter 
unlawfully an occupied dwelling or 
building while armed with a lethal 
weapon, the other providing that all 
eases of robbery or attempted rob- 
bery by a party or parties armed 
with lethal weapons are also to be 
considered criminal offenses, punish- 
able by death or life imprisonment. 
We recommend the passage of these 
bills. 


County Commissioners’ Budget 
System. 


This Grand Jury highly commends 
the budget system installed by the 
County Commissioners in 1931. This 
we feel has resulted in a balanced 
budget. We strongly recommend a 
continuance of and strict adherence 
to this system. 


Solicitor General. 


This Grand Jury wishes to thank 
the Solicitor General for the able and 
at all times courteous co-operation 
of himself and his assistants. 


Presentment to Incoming Grand 
Jury. 

This Grand Jury finds that oc- 
casionally in the. past a committee 
of the outgoing Grand Jury ap- 
peared before the incoming one. Be- 
lieving this to be an excellent pro- 
cedure, we strongly recommend that 
in the future it be established as 
a custom that a committee of three, 
of which the Foreman will be ex 
officio chairman, from the outgoing 
Grand Jury appear before the in- 
coming one as soon as practical; 
that they deliver a copy of their pre- 
sentments and give the new Grand 
Jury the benefit of their experience, 
as well as bringing to their atten- 
tion such of their recommendations 
as in their opinion should be fol- 
lowed through to a conclusion. 


Publishing Presentments. 


This Grand Jury feels that the 
monetary saving gained by publish- 
ing the Grand Jury presentments in 
but one of the Atlanta papers is not 
of sufficient consideration to offset 
the benefits derived from the wide- 
spread publicity obtained in the pub- 
lishing of these preseatments in the 
three daily newspryers of Atlanta. 

We therefore recommend that 
these presentm nts be published in 
The Atlante Constitution. the At- 
lanta Jor.mal, and the Atlanta 
Georgiar, at a cost not to exceed the 
legal sate, which we are informed is 
app’ oximately four cents (4c) per 
w rd.

When similar measures were intro- 
duced in both houses last year and the 
year before many members from the 
south, including Senator Bailey. of 
North Carolina, pointing out that fed- 
eral legislation against lynching was 
unnecessary as the several _ states 
could and would prevent lynchings 
and punish lynchers. 


The late Senator Huey P. Long, of 
Louisiana, on June 16, 1934, when 
the Wagner-Costigan  anti-lynching 
bill was pending, declared on the sen- 
ate floor that lynchings had occurred 
in the south for a number of years, 
but that the states could attack the 
problem with more effectiveness than 
could the federal government. 

Lynchings Elsewhere. 

“For a number of years,” he then 
said, ‘as is well known, lynchings oc- 
curred in the south. Now they have 
gone more or less to other climes, to 
the west and to the north. Those sec- 
tions have had trouble with lynching, 
and, of course, we are, indeed, in sym- 
pathy with their efforts to extermi- 
nate it.

Our Problems. 


CHICAGO, Ill.—A group of distin- 
guished personalities in Holland has 
published a collective volume of essays 
in which each of them sets forth his or 
her reasons for believing that only the 
application of the Solutio Christi, that 
is to say a realization of the teach- 
ings and principles of Christ, can save 
the world from what appears an al- 
most certain doom of our western civil- 
ization. It is an important book and 


I wished that it could be translated 
into English, for we need it here in 
America as badly as the Dutch need 
it, or any other people, as a matter 
of fact, for the problem of society is 
not national, but universally the same. 

I translate here a few excerpts from 
some of the essays. Dr. C. B. Burges, 
a pastor, writes: “Our time demands a 
leader. The desire for a leader is so 
passionately irresistible that the ca- 
pacity to discriminate and judge dis- 
appears and that the voice of criti- 
cism is silenced. A leader is desired 
and people simply manufacture one. 
He may develop into a dictator, reveal 
himself a tyrant or turn out to be a 
scourge for nation and humanity— 
what matters—if only we see a man, 
who will lead and be the cornerstone 
in the edifice of a new world. The 
crowd, estranged from God, will call 
on anyone at all, to be its hope, its 
expectation and savior.”

“When Christians cease to anthama- 
tize and battle each other, they will 
better be able to prove in every phase 
of life, in the family, at school, in the 
office, factory, workship, bank or 
parliament, that Christ is their real 
leader.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


ASSURANCES WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—What President: Roosevelt 

has been telling congressmen in those private confer- 
ee court packing would make headlines a foot high, if spoken 
publicly. 

Three congressmen, in a group at one cenference, understood the 
President to say he does not want a third term. If their ears heard 
aright, he has no political ambitions beyond those he is at present enjoy- 
ing. He left them with the impression also that he considered talk about 
him becoming a dictator as laughable and absurd. 

All he wants, he said, is to make the people of the country as happy 
and as prosperous as he can in the remaining years of his present term. 
Then he intends to retire to Hyde Park and live the life of a country 
squire. They need have no fears about him, he told them. 

These statements of his personal viewpoint are confirmed by a couple 
of senators to whom he talked along the same line. 

Note: Mrs. Roosevelt, in her daily column, has hinted that the Presi- 
dent is already preparing to retire to Hyde Park, but, as far as is known, 
he did not discuss the subject with officials here prior to his recent series 


of congressional conferences. 

DOUBTS It is only fair to point out that oppositionists do not gen‘ 
erally suspect Mr. Roosevelt of dangerous ambitions. 

Rather they suspect that the trend of affairs which he has instituted may 

lead him or his successors to need more and more power. Also some 

have a notion that the short-cut method Mr. Roosevelt is espousing is un- 

democratic and may cause his opposition to fight fire with fire in the end. 

The theories are not unreasonable. If the federal government is to 
accept responsibility for fixing farm prices, maximum hours, minimum 
wages, etc., it must have authority to enforce its responsibility, Some 
farseeing, honest congressmen are asking each other whether Mr. Roose- 
velt is limiting his authority only to his own conscience and the con- 
sciences of the six new judges he would appoint, and how long pure 
democracy may survive with all the varying political voting groups pulling 
continuously, attempting to influence the government to fix prices, hours 
and wages beneficial to their own divergent political interests (i. e. con- 
Sumers, farmers, employers, employes). 

Furthermore, as one government official has remarked privately in 
connection with another matter, the government chooses not only its 
own political weapons, but the weapons of its opposition. Democratic 
form of opposition to Hitler or Mussolini, for example, would be childish. 
A government maintained by reason can be overthrown by reason, but 
a government maintained by undemocratic means can be contested only 
by undemocratic means, 

It is, therefore, Mr. Roosevelt’s successors and his opposition which 
are feared by many pure Democrats more than Mr. Roosevelt.

Agriculture Secretary Wallace will be elected president in 
1940 and will then appoint Mr. Roosevelt as chief justice. With one 
running the executive and legislative branches and the other running the 
judicial branch of government, the possibilities are limited only by par- 
ticular individual imaginations.

Justice Roosevelt's right-hand justice probably would be the accordion 
master, Thomas (O Sole Mio) Corcoran, ace White House legal adviser. 
When Mr. Corcoran is not writing new securities exchange laws or 
working in passionate anonymity upon a court proposal, he stretches an 
accordion further than he has been able to stretch the constitution so far 
—and with more harmonious effect. 

While these anticipations furnish enjoyable amusement, they do not 
seem to be imminent of realization. A lot of water will flow under, over 
and around a lot of bridges in the next three years.

Howard, the 
horse-journalist, used to employ a 
phrase which seems to me to apply 
to the supreme court controversy. 

Mr. Howard used to say “Suckers 
can’t wait.” 

And now, all of a sudden, Mr. 
Roosevelt discovers that the supreme 
court is largely senile and demands 
quick action on a proposal which, uf 
adopted, would create an easy prece- 
dent for the most cynical packing of 
the court by someone of the type of 
Huey Long or Warren Harding, Mus- 
solini or Hitler in years to come, 

It might not be many years either 
because, if the last presidential cam- 
paign was a wild one, the next one 
will be a frenzy with all the noisy 
maniacs of 1936 tearing their shiris 
and some new and even more poisou- 
ous spitting-cobras fouling the atmos- 
phere with the blinding juice of 
hatred. 

All dictators pack the courts by 
legal means as a preliminary to the 
promulgation of their dictatorial laws. 
After that it is comparatively easy to 
take over because the courts belong to 
the dictator and do as he orders. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal 
apparently is legal and 
if it is then it would be 
legal also for the next 
man to pass another law permitting 
him to pack the bench to his liking. 
If that man should be a wild man the 
nation would presently be very sorry 
for having yielded easily to a proposal 
consolidating the judicial power along 
with the legislative and executive in 
one person. 4 

The senility of the supreme court 
can hardly be said to have advanced 
since last November, for this is not a 
sudden ailment like the flu. But Mr. 
Roosevelt said nothing about the unfit- 
ness of “the old men” when he was 
discussing the issues, although that 
would have been a fine opportunity 
to discover unmistakably whether the 
people were in favor of packing the 
supreme court. He was not square 
about that, because he must have had 
the proposal in mind and he knew it 
ranked with anything that he did dis- 
cuss. 

Liberties are slowly won, but the 
people of other countries have shown 
how easily and unguardedly they are 
given up in response to the argument 
that it is for their own good. The 
Italians and the Germans now know 
how benevolent a leader is, once he 
gets absolute power, starting with his 
power to ratify his own laws, passed 
by legislatures subject to emotional 
disturbances and bribery by favor, 
petty power and graft.
